MEMORANDUM FOR: EXECUTIVE 
FROM: Assistant Director, OCD 


SUBJECT: Liaison with Department of Commerce 


1. The following information is submitted in accordance vith 
your memorandum request of 27 October. 


2. OCD is charged by current functional statements and acimin-- 
istrative instructions with maintenance of liaison with governrent 
offices in Washington. It is the intent of the instructions that OU: 
perform its liaison responsibility in sueh a manner as to mini ize 
duplication of effort on the part of CIA personnel, to ensure com- 
pliance with the security regulations and policy of this Agenm, andi 
to avoid the embarrassment to CIA which results from free-whee. 
liaison activities carried out independently by individunl ana_ysts. 
OCD cannot perform its lisison responsibilities, as defined abkve, 
without exercising a measure of surveillance over the linison 
activities of other Offices. This fact was recognized when it be- 
came known that, in one instance, some forty (40) different in- 
dividuals of CIA had independently approached the Bureau of Mines 
and obtained copies of a single publication. (Understandably, the 
Bureau of Mines compleined.) 


3. OCD is not now able, in practice, fully to carry out tne 
intent of the instructions. O50 and OPC are specifically excl.ded 
from the provisions of [i —ws—~—~—C—CCCCCCCCCCOJ#xnnd 8. ott. 
Offices and Steffs of the Agency, to a greater or less degree, carry 
on direct liaison activities without advice to OCD. The problem is 
a very difficult and touchy one. Our liaison with the Department of 
Commerce is a good example.

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5. On matters of particular sensitivity, or on problems whicr re- 
quire policy decision by the Secretery's Office, the Lisison Cificers go 
direct to Mr. Bernard Gladieux who is Executive Assistant to the fecre- 
tary and who has been designated, with 1&5 approvel, as Liaiscn Cieuring 
Authority. Mr. Gladieux is unfailingly cordial and helpful. ‘The f.‘erey 
could not ask for more wholehearted cooperation than it receives fron 
him. The only flaws in our relationship with him resuit from inacec.ste 
coordination in CIA itself - i.e., it sometimes happens that the Iti 
fails to edvise OCD of action being taken on letters from the Secreusry 
of Commerce which have been written as a consequence of discussions te- 
tween Mr. Gladieux snd the Liaison Officer. When this happem the Lisison 
Officer is unable to carry through on his undertakings with wr. Gledieux. 
A specific example is given in the following paragraph. 


6. QIT, the Office of Internation Trade, 1s perhaps the most. ier 
portent unit of Commerce from e foreign intelligence stendpoiz.t. Lvs 


Sub-Liaison Clearing Authority is Mr. He P. Van Blarcom. He is thorcughly 
cooperative, and is well indoctrinated as to security, for he was Ciief of 
ONI's Foreign Trade Section during the war. He invariably gives un every- 
thing we ask for, and our only difficulties with him stem from: our ire 
ability, due to security policy, to give him reciprocel service. He 
points out that OIT gives considerable assistsnce to Cla and to the NiS 
program, but is unable to gain access even to the end result of the work 
to which it has contributed. 

This Office has learned of several liaison comtects set up by 
other Offices of CIA, without advice to OCD, with OIT: 

a Se ORE has had discussions with Mr. Fredes:.ck 
Olmstead, Deputy Cnet of the Appeale Board in OIT. Date tad suv.:eet 
of the discussion are not known. 

On August 22, 1949, the Secretary of Commerce wrote to the itl 
to ask that a representative of CIA participate in continuing discusiions 
of export control mitters. The DCI's office sent the letter to OH, which 
wrote a letter in reply nominsting wr.[ = for the job. ii. 25x 

thereafter carried out continuing lieison with OIT, and OUD 


received no word of it until Mr. Se difficulties i: 25X14 
getting prompt delivery of agenda and working papers which were seni vo 
him by OIT. We have learned, informally, that Mr. recently 25X1 
introduced another ORE analyst to the OIT people om he combicvs

Mr.[._ ~~ ~_jof OSO maintains direct liaison with a Mr. 
Blomquist of OIT. This resulted from a discussion between the OCD U.rison 
Officer end Mr. Gladieux, Executive Assistant to the Secretar; of Commerce. 
In consequence of this discussion a letter wes sent to the DG_ by tay 
Secretary of Commerce, requesting that a channel be set up for the Lx ns- 
mission from CIA to Commerce of information on foreign firms which npht 
serve as transmittel points to the U.8.5.R. of materials shipped so chem 
from the U.S.A. The letter was sent by the DCI to AD/QS0, anc: the litter 
nominetea[ «for the liaison duty. OCD did not learn of “his 
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transaction until after it had been completed, and it has not sean tie 
correspondence in question. 
25X11 Mr of OSI has asked for continuing direct Liaison 
with two officisis of OIT, and 1&5 on 13 September was requesi.ed by wh 
to render a decision. No decision has yet been rendered, end OCD has 
some reason to suspect that Mr.[_|may have gotten tired of waiting  95x4 
and gone aheed on his own hook - for there are indications thet his peth 
in OIT has crossed that of ORE's people. 


7. The Weather Bureau is of particular importance to OS), and °.ts 

Sub-Liaison Clearing Authority is Mr. I. R. Tannehill, Chief of the 
Synoptic Reports and Forecasts Division. The OCD Liaison Off:.cer has 
arranged a number of ad hoc meetings for various OSI and ORE personae. 
with officials of the Weether bureau, chiefly in connection wth nes;- 
ings of the Joint Meteorological Committee of the JUS. 

25X14 of OSI has asked OCD to set up continu:ng direct 
liaison between himself and (1) Mr. Richelderfer, Chief of the Wen iier 
Bureau, and (2) Mr. Eberly, the latter's assistant. He has a..so us«ced 
that all future liaison between CIA and the Weather sureeu be channe-.ed 
through himself, and that Mr. Eberly be designated as Sub-Lia son OC lexr- 
ing authority in plece of Mr. Tannehill. I& has not as yet rendacsi a 

25X1 decision onL____—CO).srequest for direct liaison, snd OCD hus 
informed him that it must continue to serve as the official l:.aison 
channel with the Weather Bureau under existing instructions. 

25X1 [| Chief of the Biographic Register, has rejuessei 
permission to contact Mr. Tannehill as one of the fifteen people son- 
prising his “advisory panel" on foreign scientists. I&5 hes heen 32 
advised we are awaiting their advice as to what security resccictions 
must bea imposed. 


8. The U. S. Patent Office has, as its Sub-Liaison Clearing vrherity, 

Mr. Thomas Murphy. Mr. Murphy is Assistant Commissioner of the Oi'’ine, and 

he has been very cooperative and security-conscious in «#ll his dem.ines with 
US.

9. The Bureau of Standards, for a variety of reusons, is esper.lly 
difficult. Its Director, Dr. Condon, is regarded with a rather frialeed 
eye by I&S3 and its Assistant Director, Dr. Wallace trade, ig & man with 
whom we have all had dealings. The Sub-Liaison Cleuring Authorit’ is Br. 
Robert Huntoon, Chief of the Atomic and Moleculer Physics Div:.sion. wud he 
is so occupied with other matters that we have been unable to estubiish 
satisfactory working contect with him. 1&5 has therefore autnorimeaid UCD 
to deal with otner Division Chiefs, provided that we give then no writen 
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requirements and no oral requirements classified higher then Confidentiel. 
OCD has asked I&S to approve of Dr. Astin, Chief of the Klectranics 
Division (and the Bureau Security Officer) as Sub-Liaison Cleering iu- 
thority in place of Dr. Huntoon. 1&5 has not as yet taken actioa on % 18 
request. 

[_______] Chief of the Biogrephic Register, wishes Dr. Ait.n 
to serve on his advisory penel for information concerning foreizn 
scientists. I&S hes been advised of this request, but has not :s yet 
made a decision. 


10. Qther units of Commerce have offered no serious probleis. Ur 
Liaison Officers deal with their Sub-Liaison Clearing Authorities, and 
have encountered good cooperation in all. 


11. Libraries of the Department of Commerce, and of its savordinas» 
units, have satisfactory inter-library loan arrangements with tie CLs 
Library. 


SUMMARY 


12. Our liaison with most units of the Department of Comm :rce is 
operating satisfactorily on 4 routine basis, although we know tiat sinec 
Offices of CIA have established independent liaison with the Office of 
International Trade. We do not know, and have no way of knowin, hos 
many CIA analysts of the other Offices are carrying on discussions #i tn 
people of OIT. 1&5 is slow, perhaps unavoidably, in dealing with Q0i- 
requests for security guidance in the esteblishing of direct coutact: 
for ORE and OSI personnel, and undoubtedly this is a factor which eorn- 
tributes to the netural tendency of every good analyst to set up his 
own liaison as seens to him best.
